MOSCOW — Joined in a historic 
quest to expand democracy, President 
Clinton and Boris Yeltsin pledged 
Thursday to press ahead with reforms 
that will “make life better’ for restive 
Russians. The two were also ready to 
stop aiming nuclear missiles at each 
other’s countries. 

In hours of Kremlin talk and over a 
long, festive dinner at Yeltsin’s ele- 
gant country dacha, the two leaders 
agreed that Russia could not afford to 
backpedal on painful economic 
reforms despite mounting public dis- 
satisfaction. 

The crowds loved Clinton in 
Moscow, surging to get close enough 
for a glimpse or even a handshake, 
cheering when he waved his fur hat in 
the chilly air. 5 

“We'll work together,” Clinton 
assured stolid Muscovites lined up for 
bread in a downtown bakery. 

“I wish you success,” one woman 
replied. 
Welcoming Clinton to the opulent 
Grand Palace at the Kremlin, Yeltsin 


' predicted the three-day summit would 


produce “profound,” “practical” and 
“sweeping” results. Privately, he 
assured Clinton “there is no turning 
back” from the drive for free-market 


reforms, U.S. officials reported. 

Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said the Americans came 
away reassured that Russian leaders 
were “redoubling their efforts to 
move forward with the reform 
process,” undeterred by the strong 
showing of anti-reform forces in 
recent parliamentary elections. 

Clinton brought no new gift basket 
of American aid for his third face-to- 
face meeting with Yeltsin in nine 
months, but he promised greater 
efforts to deliver fast and effective 
assistance already in the pipeline in 
an effort to cushion the economic 
pain for ordinary Russians. 

“More attention has to be paid to 


‘easing some of the hardships that 


we’ve heard about,” said Treasury 
Secretary Lloyd Bentsen. 

Asked if he wanted more U:S. aid, 
Yeltsin said, “Not more than was 
promised already.” He said they had 
talked economic issues “practically 
all day.” 

As part of his effort to mobilize 
broader support for free-market 
reforms, Clinton brought together 
influential Russians from a. variety 
of fields and backgrounds for an 
evening reception, where he told the 
group, “There is lots of room for dif- 
ference of opinion.”

Arrest warrants issued in Kerrigan attack

PORTLAND, Ore. — Arrest war- 
rants were issued in the attack on 
Olympic figure skater Nancy 
Kerrigan, authorities 'said Thursday. 
ABC News reported that a second 

. person confessed to the plot said to 
involve rival Tonya Harding’s ex- 
husband and bodyguard. 

The FBI arrested a man at the 
Portland Airport on a flight from 
Phoenix; Port of Portland spokesman 
Doug Roberts refused to give any 
details about him. ABC identified the 
man as Derrick Smith of Phoenix, and 
said he was involved in the alleged 
conspiracy to injure Kerrigan. 

The network also described a 
Portland man, Steve Stant, as the 
alleged hit man who carried out the 
attack on Kerrigan at the U.S. Figure 
Skating Championships in Detroit on 
Jan. 6. 

The assailant escaped after breaking 
the glass out of a locked arena door: 

In Detroit, deputy police chief 
Benny Napoleon said “warrants have 
been issued,” but he did not specify 
the number of warrants or who had 
been named. Portland authorities 
refused to confirm that warrants had 
been issued but said they expected to 
make arrests Thursday on conspiracy 
charges. 

Earlier Thursday, Boston TV station 
WCVB reported that warrants were 
issued in Portland for Harding’s ex- 
husband, Jeff Gillooly; bodyguard 
Shawn Eric Eckardt; Smith; and 
Stant. , : 

The station also reported Harding 
was named in the warrants, but 
authorities in Portland and Detroit 
denied that. 

Eckardt told authorities that Gillooly 
asked him to arrange the attack, The 
Oregonian newspaper reported 
Thursday, citing unidentified law 
enforcement sources. ’ 

Harding and Gillooly were officially 
divorced Aug. 28, but later reconciled 
and have lived together since 


October. 

After Kerrigan was clubbed on the 
knee, she was forced to withdraw 
from the figure skating champi- 
onships, raising doubts about her abil- 
ity to compete in the Winter 
Olympics in Lillehammer, Norway, 
Feb. 12-27, 

The U.S. Figure Skating Association 
named Kerrigan to the Olympic team 
anyway, along with Harding, 23, who 
went on to win the championship. 
Kerrigan won a bronze medal at the 
1992 Winter Games in Albertville, 
France. 

The charge of conspiracy to commit 
assault is a felony punishable by up to 
10 years in prison anda $100,000 
fine, Oregon officials said. 

At the Detroit news conference 
Thursday, Napoleon said a woman 
from out-of-state called the police 


department Saturday and insisted on. 


speaking with him. 

“She indicated to me that she heard 
a conversation regarding the planned 
assault on Nancy Kerrigan” several 
months ago, Napoleon said. 

“She put it off as somebody talking,” 
he said. “Once the assault occurred, 
she became frightened. She wanted to 
make sure the people responsible 
were apprehended.” 

Napoleon said the woman identified 
about four people, and he passed the 
names along to the FBI. The woman 
said she listened to a tape of the con- 
versation a few months ago. 

“Tam not going to indicate who she 
implicated to me,” Napoleon said. He 
said Harding was not implicated. 

The plot allegedly involved Eckardt, 
Gillooly, an Eckardt acquaintance in 
Phoenix and a Portland man who hit 
Kerrigan for’ $100,000, The 
Oregonian newspaper reported. 

NBC News on Wednesday quoted 
sources as saying that after the men 
met in Portland, the hit man went to 


. Boston, where Kerrigan lives and

Erik appeared to look straight ahead as the mistrial was announced and as the 
judge thanked the jury for nearly a half-year of service. 

- “You’ve made great sacrifices to be here,” the judge said before dismissing 
the panelists. 


‘Study finds mental illness commonplace 


, CHICAGO — Almost half of Americans experience mental illness at some 
“time in their lives, and almost one-third are afflicted in any one year, according 
to the most comprehensive U.S. mental health survey in a decade. 
» The study found mental illness more common than researchers had previously 
found. The findings point to a need to learn why more people don’t seek help, 
“the authors said. 
“Tt shouldn’t be scary to say half the population has suffered from some men- 
‘tal disorder. That’s part of life,” said the lead researcher, Ronald C.’ Kessler, a 
sociology professor at the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor. 
The study involved face-to-face interviews with 8,098 people ages 15 to 54 
nationwide between September 1990 and February 1992. The findings are pub- 
“lished in January’s issue of the Archives of General Psychiatry.

SALT LAKE CITY — The Governor’s Office may hold up an agreement 
*whose approval by the 1994 Legislature is considered crucial to the success of 
»Utah’s bid to host the 2002 Winter Games.

»gives the 2002 Games to Utah, outlines a $99 million sale of the state’s winter 
sports facilities to backers of Salt Lake’s Olympic bid. Backers would then turn 

them over to a quasi-public-private foundation that would manage facilities 
after the 2002 Winter Games. 

Olympic backers have said making sure the bid committee has ownership of 
‘the facilities during the Winter Games is vital to the bid. But Charlie Johnson, 
Gov. Mike Leavitt’s chief of staff, said Wednesday he has concerns about pro- 
“tecting taxpayers’ long-term interest in the facilities.

Provo City Council debates 


plan to build 8-story hotel

The Provo City Council will have to 
decide if there is room at the inn for 
an inn. 

The issue of whether to rezone 40 
acres of land in Provo to allow the 
building of a hotel that would cater to 
business travelers has been postponed 
for now, allowing the city to further 
research the economic and communi- 
ty impact the building would have, 
said Jane Carlile, city council mem- 
ber. 

A currently undeveloped lot off of 
north University Avenue would have 
to be redefined in the city zoning plan 
in order to allow the 260-room hotel 
to be built, Carlile said. 

Some community members who live 
adjacent to the lot feel that the impact 
of a hotel up to eight stories tall 
would not be suitable for the River 
Bottom community area. 

“Such a large building would have a 
large impact,” said Alan Parkinson, a 
BYU mechanical an assistant engi- 
neering professor who lives in the 
area. “It would change the character 
of the community. As they now have 
the hotel planned, it isn’t a suitable 
structure for a residential area.” 

Mayor George Stewart said there is 
no doubt the hotel would have an 
impact on Provo — the same impact 
the University Mall would have had if 
Provo had not turned the contractors 
to the Orem sight. 

A new hotel. would bring a $5 mil- 
lion to $10 million base to Provo by 


encouraging businesses to hold con- . 


ferences here rather than in Salt Lake 
City, said Dennis Hall, city council 
member. 

Hotel owner Doug Horne said all 
the businesses in the community 
would suffer if a new hotel was built. 

“It'is all a matter of timing. The 
hotels and motels in the area currently 
have approximately a 70 percent 
occupancy. Building an Embassy 
Suite in Provo could have the effect 
of lowering occupancy to 56 percent, 
even with new business,” he said. 

As it is now, Provo has no place to 
house conferences that»businesses 
such as WordPerfect and Nu Skin 
bring to Provo, said University Park 
Associates representative Randy 
Deschamps in a city council meeting 
Tuesday. Deschamps said if Provo 
cannot provide room for the facilities 
businesses need, it is inevitable that 
the businesses will eventually relocate 

“Provo doesn’t have unlimited room 
to expand,” Carlile said. “We all suf- 
fer the crunch.” 

Community members who oppose 
the current plan for the hotel say they 
may agree to a smaller hotel that inte- 
grates into the business park zone. 
Deschamps said a comparable hotel 
with fewer floors would be much 
more expensive to build. ©

DWR change 
may mean 
fewer jobs

BYU students may have less 
employment opportunities as a result 
‘of the state’s reorganization of the 
Division of Wildlife Resources. 

The DWR’s restructuring program 
aims to improve effectiveness while 
reducing the work force. 

According to DWR employees, the 
reduction in force will have a direct 
impact on students seeking employ- 
ment with the DWR and on recent 
BYU graduates employed at the 
DWR, as well as on Utah’s environ- 


ment. 


“Under state rules, temporary and 
part- -time positions must be eliminat- 
ed before full-time positions,’ 
Don Paul, information executive chief 
in the Salt Lake DWR office. 

Students and recent graduates tend 
to be employed in these positions, 


Paul said. 


Recent graduates will also be affect- 
ed by the state’s seniority policy. 

Under current regulations, employ- 
ees with greater seniority are ensured 
a position over someone with similar 


credentials.

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Groene said the new guidelines are 
the result of negotiations held last 
year in California. Both the Southern 
Utah Wilderness Alliance and the 
Utah Film Commission were involved 
in the negotiations. 

“T think it’s a good compromise 
between protecting the environment 
and facilitating film permits,” Groene 
said. 

While Groene believes the memo 
represents a fair compromise, howev- 
er, BLM members and filmmakers do 
not feel so confident. 

Both the BLM and the Utah Film 
Commission expressed doubts about 
the clarity of the language in the 
memo. 

“The rules have changed slightly so 
they are slightly nebulous,” said 
Public Affairs Specialist Glen 
Foreman. “We aren't sure ourselves 
what is going on.’ 

Leigh von der Esch, director of the 
Utah Film Commission, expressed 
disappointment with the memo. She 
believes the guidelines are “so 
ambiguous” that they will “make it 
harder for the industry to work.” 

In one instance the memo states that 
a minimum use permit cannot be 
issued if the filming will cause “more 
than minimum impacts to land, air or 
water,” but it does not specify what 
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Although the film commission feels 
the wording of the memo is vague, 
the potential economic loss for the 
state of Utah because of filmmakers 
deciding to film elsewhere is clear to 
the commission. 

“There is no way we Can éven track 
the loss in révenue from producers 
who know about the waiting period 
(to receive a permit) and decide not to 
even apply,” Von der Esch said. 

Von der Esch estimated, however, 
that the potential loss of revenue will 
“definitely be in the hundreds of thou- 
sands and could be in the millions.” 

Although.the full loss cannot be 
assessed until the end of the fiscal 
year, Von der Esch’ stated that film 
revenue in Utah is already behind pre- 
vious years according to statistics 
from this fall. 

Von der Esch also felt the memo 
would place additional burdens on 
those “out in the field,” or those in the 
state who must process the claims. 

The memo says filming activity can- 
not qualify for a minimum impact 
permit if it lies within a wilderness 
area; disturbs any historical, cultural 
wetland or relic environmental sites; 
requires use of fireworks, explosives, 
or heavy equipment; or involves an 
“exotic species with danger of intro- 
duction into the area.”

Utah’s new chief justice willing to be innovative

Michael D. Zimmerman, Utah’s 
newly appointed Supreme Court 
Justice, said he plans to accept his 
duties with enthusiasm and a commit- 
ment to do his best to fulfill the trust 
that has been given to him. 

Zimmerman took the oath of office 
on Jan. 3 after unanimously. being 
selected. 

At his swearing-in ceremony, he 
said he plans to follow his predeces- 
sor, Chief Justice Gordon R. Hall, 
through “an affirmation of continuity, 
a signal that the basic reforming 
administrative course upon which the 
judiciary has been embarked will con- 
tinue.” 

“The reconstitution of the Utah 
Judicial Council over the past seven 
years into an effective administrative 
and policy-making body for the entire 
judicial branch stands as one of the 
most significant structural improve- 
ments made to the Utah judiciary 


since statehood,” he said. 
Zimmerman says he recognizes 
there will be new challenges con- 
fronting the judicial system in Utah 
and that all problems at the present 
moment have not been solved. 

“This (judicial) branch of govern- 
ment has the tools and the willingness 
to meet those challenges. 

“The council and the court have 
shown a willingness to innovate and 
to take risks, to try to be a little bolder 
than is usually the case in govern- 
ment,” he said. 

Since 1984 Zimmerman served 
as a justice on the Utah Supreme 
Court. 

From 1986 to 1991 Zimmerman 
served as the Supreme Court’s' elected 
representative on the Utah Judicial 
Council. 

He was also chair of the Liaison 
Committee of the council during his 
tenure. 

He‘ currently chairs two committees 
for the council and serves as a mem- 
ber of the Standing Committee on 
Judicial Performance Evaluation. 


In 1985, Zimmerman was appoint- 
ed by Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
to the Federal Civil Rules Advisory 
Committee. 

Zimmerman received his law 
degree in 1969 from the University of 
Utah College of Law where he gradu- 
ated first in his class. A 

He then served as a law clerk to 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger of the 
United States Supreme Court before 
beginning a private practice. | 

Zimmerman concentrated his work 
on commercial and securities litiga- 
tion at the trial and appellate levels 
when he joined the firm of 
O’Melbeny & Meyers in Los Angeles 
in 1970. \ 

From 1976 until 1978 Zimmerman 
was an associate professor of law at 
the University of Utah College of 
Law and taught securities regulation, 
antitrust and trade regulation, and 
complex litigation. 

In succeeding years, he has contin- 
ued to teach at the College of Law as 
an adjunct professor in the areas of 
appellate advocacy and theories of 
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justice. 

From 1978 to 1980 he was a sole 
practitioner and served as a part-time 
counsel to the firm of Kruse, Landa, 
Zimmerman & Maycock in Salt Lake 
City. 

He was also a part-time member of 
Governor Scott M. Matheson’s staff 
during this time. 

In 1980, Zimmerman joined the 
Salt Lake City law firm of Watkiss & 
Campbell. 

He was a member of the board of 


directors there and chair of the litiga-_. 


tion department until his appointment 
to the Utah Supreme Court. 

Zimmerman joined the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Utah 
Law School Alumni Association in 
1987 and served as its president in 
1991-92, 

Since 1989 he has been a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the 
Snowbird Institute of Arts and 
Humanities, where he serves as chair 
of a committee. on contemporary 
humanities issues.
